Mr. Gray, who 
is takimg the lead in a tree plant- 
ing program in the city, asked 
Mr. “Pratt about oak being 2 
fungus bearing tree. It is con- 
tended by some that oak roots 
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harbor a fungus injurious to 
citrus trees. 
Concerning this point, Mr.| 


Pratt said: “It is my opinion that | 
oak trees are no more susceptible | 
to objectionable parasites than 
any other shade tree which 
might be planted in your vicin- 
ity. Practically every shade tree 
ig affected by some sort of pest, 
which is recognized in most cities 
that- place any value on their 
trees. The city of Sacramento | 
spends thousands of dollars an- | 
nually in caring for its trees.” i
